Arrival at Knoxville.

Knoxville, Tenn., October 6.—Like a bene- 
diction the Liberty bell sped through the 
lovely Roanoke valley, over the rugged 
Blue Ridge mountains and down through 
the picturesque valley of East Tennessee 
on this ideal October Sabbath. No sermon 
could have told more to the patriotic souls 
that people this varied. section of the re- 
public. There has been no firing of guns, 
no blaring of brass bands, no wild hurrah, 
but the country that furnished so many 
union soldiers during the war demonstrated 
beyond: question its intense loyalty and 
patriotism. Reverently the earnest thou- 
sands have paid their tribute of homage 
to the venerated relic. Sunday schools of 
all denominations have been marshaied by 
their pastors, educational institutions have 
turned out the youth and beauty of Vir- 
ginia and Tennessee and bullet-scarred ex- 
confederates have walked side by side with 
G. A. R. veterans uncovering their heads 
in silent but stately salute. 

“Not for five thousand dollars would 1 
have missed the scene of this wonderful 
day,”’ said Mayor Warwick tonigat, and 
his words voiced the feeling ot fl the 
members of the Philadelphia escorting 
party. 

One Continuous Option. 

Truly it has been a wonde day. From 
Roanoke, Va., where the party spent last 
night, the progress of the relic has been 
one continuous ovation, quiet and dignified 
though it was. At every cross-roads men, 
women and children stared with uncovered 
heads and waved flags as the train flew 
past. Church béils tolled and littl chfi- 
dren pelted the bell with flowers. 

At Elliston a great-grandson of Patrick 
Henry, himself a white-haired man of 
Beventy years, pressed forward and craved 
permission to touch the bell. Here a full 
Sunday school sang a patriotic hymn. 

At Christiansburg the boys of the Blacks- 
burg military academy stood in lire a 
guard of honor. There was a great crowd 
at East Radford, where .Mayor Warwick 
and Thomas L. Hicks made brief addresses 
to a concourse of public school children. 
The great zinc and iron town of Pulaski 
fave hearty greeting, and a large crowd 
of well-dressed, prosperous people listened 
to short talks from Mayor Warwick and 
Register of ‘Wills Elias P. 8. Milton. _ 

At Marion, Glade Springs and Abingdon 


the ‘population were all out and between 


them there were knots of people»at every 
mountain cabin: 

it was left for Bristol, half in Virginia 
and half in Tennessee, to turn out a crowd 
that overflowed the railroad station and 
stretched out as far in every direction as 
the eye could reach. Volunteer firemen 
acted as guards, while Mayor Winston, of 
the Virginia side, and Mayor Anderson, of 
the Tennessee side, joined in the welcome. 
Giris from the Southwest Virginia insti- 
tute sang a hymn and placed a banner of 
black and gold on the peak of the bell. 
Then they clambered over the car, each in 
turn touching the bell. A line was formed 
and for two hours a steady stream cf pev- 


pte of all ages, colors and social standing 


passed across the bell car. One veneravle 
woman, who admitted that she was eighty- 
eight years old, Knelt ‘at the bell and in- 
voked a divine blessing upon the old mass 
of historic iron. 

On to Johnson City, Tenn., past the 
wreck of the once boom town of Carnegie, 
Where trees are growing within the walls 
of handsome stone buildings and dis- 
mantled business blocks speak eloquently 
of blasted hopes, was the next run. Here 
900 public school children sang and pelted 
the bell with flowers. Every house, and 
even the street cars, showed the national 
colors. 

Another brief stop was made at Jones- 
boro, the ancient capital city of the one- 
time state of Franklin, which was part 
of Tennessee, a slice of Kentucky and a 
corner of North Carolina. Here Andrew 
Jackson presided as judge over the circui: 
court. A great crowd poured out of the 
Quaint old town and Mayor Warwick mado

yaas sidetracked. There was no formal re- 
ception, but Mayor Thompson, with the 
board of aldermen, received the party. 
With them were committees from the 
Daughters of the Revolution and other 
patriotic -organizations. The crush of peo- 
ple was tremendous, but the four stalwart 
Philadelphia’ policemen quickly formed a 
line and until nearly midnight there was 
a steady stream of people around the bell.

East Tennessee to Chattanooga, waere the 
exercises include a pilgrimage to the battle- 
field of Chickamauga and Lookout moun-

He has remained in the 
Same state for the last few days and it is 
the opinion of his physicians that his end 
is but a question of days and his death may 
be expected at any time. 


CUBAN MEETING IN BALTIMORE. 


Congress Urged To Recognize the Cu- 
bans as Belligerents. 
Baltimore, October 6.—At a largely at- 
tended meeting at New Music hail this 
afternoon, resolutions were adopted ex- 
pressing sympathy for the Cuban insur- 
gents and urging congress to recognize 
them as belligerents. Dr. H. H. Wharton, 
who is conducting a series of evangelistic 
meetings in the hall, delivered a short ad- 
dress on “Cuba’’ prior to his regular ser- 
mon, In the course of his speech he said: 

“Cuba stands on tip-toe just off our 
coast, and wants to know if we still be- 
lieve in the declaration of independence, 
Let us send our love to her and tell her 
yes, with all our hearts. We have no en- 
mity for Spain, but strong sympathy and 
loving compassion for her struggling vic- 
tim. Jt matters little where she will go 
when free. She may be independent or 
she may join with Mexico, or, if she 
will, let her come to us, and” introduce 
another star into our glorious flag.”’ 

William T. Biedler offered the follow- 
ing resolutions, which were adopted by 
a rising vote: , 

“We, the citizens.of Baltimore and the 
United States of America, desiring to make 
some expression of sympathy and regard 
for the noble people of Cuba, who are 
now engaged in a desperate struggle for 
freedom, do hereby publish our convictions 
and opinions in the foltlowing resolutions: 

“We believe that ail men are created 
free and equal and are entitled to the en- 
joyment of life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness. We believe that these are the 
principles for which our forefathers fought 
and ,are sacred to the heart of every true 
American. It is for these principles. that 
brave little Cuba is now bolding contend- 
ing, and is pouring out her heart’s blood 
at the feet of merciless tyranny. Without 
ary animosity against Spain, we declare 
ourselves the friend of Cuba, and do most 
earnestly recommend to those in authority 
to extend to our neighbor the sympathy she 
so much seeks and so richly deserves and 
to recognize as belligerents, and not in- 
surgents, the brave and suffering people 
who strike for their homes and freedom.”’ 


GOMEZ ON THE MARCH 


To Invade Las Villas District—Move- 
ments of Cruisers. 
Jacksonvilig, Fla., October 6.—Telegrams 
to Times-Union from Key West, Fila., 
says: “Private advices to this city 
state that General Maximo Gomez has 
left Camaguey at the head of fifteen hun- 
dred men to invade the district of Las Vil- 
las. He left six thousand men under com- 


mand of Alejandro Rodrignez at Camaguey. 


It is expected*in about twenty days there 
will be a general uprising in the province 
of Pinar Del Rio.

More Troops To Be Sent. 

Madrid, October 6.—The Nacional claims 
to have official information that twenty- 
tive battalions will be shortly sent to Cuba. 
The government, it says, has been waiting 
for the troops of the 18¥5 class to join the 
colors in order to send them to Havana. 

A special to the Imparcial, from Havana, 
says that the Chief Paco Recio is dead. 

The dispatch adds that General kx- 
chague, with 1,800 men, defeated Antonio 
Maceo near the river Guayaba, on Septem- 
ber 25th. The insurgents abandoned their 
camp and a quantity of arms and ammuni- 
tion fell into the hands of the Spanish 
troops. Maceo was carried from the field 
wounded. One report has it that Maceo 
was killed. The reports differ, but the 
number of the killed appear to have been 
few. 

Maceo Reported Wounded. 

Havana, October 6.—General ikxchagne 
reports from Holguin that his command, 
numbering 1,600 men, routed on September 
2th about 3,800 rebels under Antonio Ma- 
ceo. The engagement, which took place 
Jwhe government lost feur wounded. The 
rebels left two killed on the field und also 
one man wounded.- Maceo was seriously 
wounded and was carried off by nis men. 
The government loss four wounded. The 
troops captured a large quantity of war 
material. It is asserted that Maceo’s band 
has broken up and disbanded, smail groups 
of the rebels fleeing in every direction.

Great stock ranches 
have been entirely burned over many 
farms totally destroyed, and a total dam- 
age inflicted that already exceeds $100,000. 
Many families are homeless and fleeing tor 
shelter.

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THROWN INTO A PIT 


Prightful Accident at the Laying of 
the Corner Stone 


OF A CHURCH IN LORAIN, OHIO 


Falling of a Platform Upon Which 
Were a Thousand People. 


eee 


THEY WERE TUMBLED INTO A HOLE 


The Stronger Trample the Weaker Ones 
to Death in the Effort :To 
Save Their Lives. 


Lorain, O., October 6.—A frightful ac- 
cident attended the laying of the corner 
stone for the new St. Mary’s Catholic 
church in this city this morning. 

The foundation for the building extended 
about ten feet above the basement bottom 
and on this was erected a platform where 
the ceremonies were being held. Over 1,900 
persons were standing on the floor when a 
section of it, containing about 3200 people, 
sank beneath its burden and precipitated 
them into the pit. The section which gave 
Way was in two wings and as it sank it 
formed a death-trap for the people, from 
which there was no chance to escape. The 
pit resembled an inverted roof of yery steep 
slant, the ends being closed up by stone 
walls and into this were crowded men and 
children in a struggling heap. 

As the floor gave way a great cry went 
up from the multitude, but in a second it 
had fallen and carried in the ruin the lives 
of several persons. Those at the top of the 
mass escaped easily, but when the pit was 
partly emptied those victims still entrappéd 
could not clamber up the steep sides and 
they trampled each other like so0 many 
wild creatures, the strong getting on top 
and the weak being crushed beneath the 
great weight. 

Although there were a thousand people 
ready to rush to the rescue, they could 
render very little aid to the helpless per- 
sons in the pit and several minutes elapsed 
before ropes and ladders could be procured. 
Whén assistance finally reached the unfor- 
tunate victims several had already been 
fatally injured. . 

The old Catholic church near by was 
turned into a hospital and morgue. Into 
this were carried those who were killed and 
injured. Notwithstanding the shock of the 
accident, the priests succeeded in quieting 
the crowd and continued the services. Very 
Rev. Monsignor Boff, of Cleveland, deliver- 
ed the sermon. 

The contractors are said to be respon- 
sible for the accident, poor timbers being 
used for the support of the platform. 

The mayor and other city officials lent a 
helping hand in caring for the injured. The 
town tonight is in deep mourning over the 
accident.

ROUGH TIMES AT SEA. 


Wreck of the Schooner Frederick, of 
Belfast, Me. 

New York, October 6.—The Norwegian 
fruit steamer Franklin, Captain Rasmus- 
sen, arrived from Baracoa today after a 
rough trip. On October 4th, latitude 36.34, 
longitude 73.20 during a heavy northeast 
gale a dismasted vessel was sighted, and 
on a nearer approach signals of distress 
were seen. The Franklin bore down upon 
the wreck and found her to be what was 
left of the schooner William Frederick, of 
Belfast, Me. The sea was running moun- 
tain high and it was very hazardous to 
lower a boat, but there seemed to be no 
prospect of the weather moderating, so 
Captain Rasmussen directed the lifeboat 
to be manned and lowered, and after a 
hard pull the schooner’s side was reached. 
Then the distressed schooner’s crew of 
seven in all jumped over board one by. one 
and were picked up by the Franklin’s crew 
in the lifeboat. All hands were taken on 
board the Franklin safely, but the lifeboat 
was dashed to pieces against the steamer’s 
side when the crew were about to hoist her 
on board. Captain H. G. Jordan, of the dis- 
masted schooner, said he was bound from 
Satilla river, Georgia, for Belfast, Me., 
with a cargo of lumber and left Cumber- 
land bar on September 24th. 

Or@ October 2d the vessel began making 
water. At first the pumps. were able to 
control the influx, but as the gale continued 
the leak became worse until finally she 
was almost decks-to. A part of the deck 
load was jettisoned and the schooner was 
headed for land, but at 5 o’clock p. m. on 
Octover 3d, the masts went by the board, 
leaving the schooner unmanageable in the 
trough of the sea. All the provisions were 
ruined and the water casks were submerg- 
ed and filled with salt water. After a peril- 
ous night, which will doubtless live in the 
memory of all the crew, the Franklin was

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ARREST OF DR. HACKER 


Charged with Causing the Death of 
Mrs. Teague. 

Knoxville, Tenn., October 6.—(Special.)— 

Dr. J. E. Hacker, of the Mineral Hill sani- 

tarium, who a few days ago caused the 


| death of a young woman, and for whom a 


reward of $500 was cffered, has been ar- 
rested and the case promises to be one of 
tne most noted in criminal annals. 

The woman was a young widow, named 
Mrs. Delia Teague, the daughter of a 
wealthy farmer of Greene county, in this 
state. The lady left her home two weeks 
ago to visit Tate springs, claiming that 
she was in bad health; but imstead of go- 
ing to Tate springs she went to this sani- 
tarium, which is only a few miles distant. 

Dr. Hacker performed an operation on 
her with fatal results, and when he found 
the woman was going to die removed her 
to an outhouse, where her body was found 
later. Instead of informing her parents 
of the trouble he telegraphed to a young 
man named Hughes, in the neighborhood 
of Mrs. Teague’s home, who it is said 
has been intimate with her and is re- 
sponsible for her condition, and which 
caused her to go to the sanitarium. 

The telegram miscarried and was de- 
livered to Mrs. Teague’s father, who start- 
ed at once to the sanitarium accompanied 
by his two sons. When they reached the 
scene it was some time before the body 
could be found. Then, as related, it was in, 
an outhouse lying just as she had died, 
without a single garment of clothing 6n. 
The body was taken home and buried, 
but not before an autopsy was held. The 
father immediately offered $500 reward for 
the doctor, which caused his arrest today 
at Rutledge, a country town twenty-five 
miles distant. 

The young man Hughes is now missing, 
which confirms his guilt of being impli- 
cated with the doctor. 

This case brings to light another of the 
Same nature, which took place in the same 
establishment a year ago, showing that it 
is nothing new to the doctor. At the trial 
there -will be some sensatioffal develop- 
ments. 

Judge Maloney, father of Mrs. Teazue, is 
very wealthy and will prosecute the case 
fo the bitter end.

What Wl Be Discussed and Acted 
Upon in the Convention. 

Minneapolis, Minn., October ¢6.~Unless a 
sidetracking policy is adopted, as was the 
case on Saturday, the especial -order for 
tomorrow morning in the lower house of 
the Episcopal convention will be the reso- 
lution adopted by both houses six years 
ago, which, by an alleged oversight, the 
last convention failed to ratify, and which 
authorize; the cession by a diocese of a 
portion of its territory to be organized as 
a missionary jurisdiction. The proposition 
is antagonized by a large number of influ- 
ential delegates. This matter disposed of, 
the nouse will again resolve itself into a 
committee of the whole and for a fourth 
time resume consideration of re-enact- 
ment of the paragraph in section 1 of thc 
whole constitution, which puts a veto on 
any disposition on the part of the bisnops 


to avoid consideration of matters referred | 


to it from the lower house. There are 
some amendments to the resolution. The 
next bone of contention will be that portion 
of ths second section excluding missionary 
bishops from assisting in the formation 
of a quorum for the transaction of busi- 
ness.

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And Emperor William Will Continue 
Hunting for Game, 


WHILE HIS MINISTERS WAIT 


Until His Return To Shape the Legis- 


lative Programme. 


HE IS SHORTLY TO VISIT ALSACE 


And Unveil the Monument Erected to 
His Father—The Socialists’ 
Congress Opens. 


Berlin, October 6.—Although Chancellor 
von Hohenlohe and most of the members 
of the German ministry will resume their 
departmental duties in Berlin tomorrow, 
consideration of the legislative progranimc 
for the coming session of the rcichstag 
will not begin until the emperor returns 
to Potsdam, which he wil! do on Octooer 
2ist. During his stay in Rominten the 
kaiser has busied himself far more with 
foreign affairs than he has with domestic 
matters; nevertheless he has not neplected 
the latter. Apparently with the desire of 
sounding the representatives of the agra- 
rian and Prussian conservative parties he 
has successively invited the president of 
the Agricultural Union of Littaeun, Baron 
Seydel-Chelchen anc&é Count Frecerick 
Doenhoef to spend a day in hunting with 
him and also to become his personal guests 
at dinner. During his interviews witil 
these gentlemen his majesty made minutc 
inquiries as to theire views upon various 
politi¢al questions and the conservalives 
are hoping that great results may spring 
from these conferences. The current taik 
of the approaching formation of uw new 
ccnservative party is closely in touch 
with what is supposed to be the programme 
of the emperor. According to this plan 
the conservative party will no longer seek 
an alliance with the anti-semitic element, 
but recurring to their old principles wiil 
attempt to build up a new cartel contem- 
plating the eoalition of the various factions 
of the party, welding them into coinmon 
thought and action. 

The Emperor’s Movements. 

The empcror, although has enjoyed 
a splendid season of sport at Rominten, 
where ha has had remarkable success in 
bagging red deer and other big game, has 
gone to his hunting box at Hubertstock 
to inaugurate the annual Hubertsus hunt. 
On October 14th his majesty will start 
for Weisbaden, where the empress will 
join him. The programme arranged by the 
court marshal marking out the progress 
of the emperor and his party tnrough Al- 
sace, including the ceremonies on the Dat- 
tlefield of Woerth, is now complete. It is 
now arranged that the imperial party, 
with the emperor’s full suite, will attend 
a gala performance in Weisbaden opera 
house, after which, on - October 15th, the 
kaiser will take a train at Weisbaden and 
proceed to CourceHes Kursel, near Metz. 
From there the imperial party will Grive 
to the Schloss at Urville, where they wili 
remain two days. On the journey from 
Courcelles Kursel to Urville the emperor

will be greeted with a popular reception 
which has been prepared by the inhapi- 
tants of the locality. The programme con- 
templates a demonstration” of the school 
children and the various societies desig- 
nated tuo give the emperor what testimony 
can be elicited of the contentment of the 
people of Alsace as German subjects.

On October 19th the kaiser will inspect 
the Strasburg garden and start for Berlin 
on the evening of that day. 7 
The Story Was Untrue. 

The unfounded gossip alleging that a 
bitter quarrel has taken place 
the emperor and his brother, Prince Henry, 
of Prussia,‘ resulting in the virtual bau- 
ishme«ent of the latter for a yvear, has re- 
ceived its final quietus by the announce- 
ment that Prince Henry will accompany 
the emperor during his tour of Alsace. 

Prince Hohenlohe has been visiting Stutt- 
gart for the purpcse of seeing the king 
of Wurtemburg and consulting witn him 
as he consulted with the prince regent of 
Bavaria and the grand duke of Baden 
last year by personal and informal visits. 
The relations of the emperor with the 
chiefs of the South German states were at 
the time of the chancellor’s visits to Mu- 
nich and Baden very much strained, but 
the tension has become completely amcli- 
orated since that time.

GERMAN SOCIALISTS. 


Opening of Their Congress at Breslau 
Yesterday. 

Breslau, October 6.—The congress of the 
social democrats opened here today. The 
railway station and the streets were crowu- 
ed from an early hour in the morning and 
the greatest interest was manifested in 
making the congress one of the most suc- 
cessful that the socialists have ever héid 

The arrivals seemed to be far more nu- 
merous than usual. Enthusiastic greet- 
ings were exchang2d between the dele- 
gates and their friends at the offices of the 
party. The leaders were given a most hear- 
ty welcome. At 11 o’clock a great meet- 
ing to welcome the delegates was held in 
Concordia hall. Owing to the enormous 
concourse of people the police closed the 
hall against newcomers an hour before 
the meeting began, much to the disap- 
pointment of many persons who were very 
anxious to gain admission. Nurnbers of 
those who were not able to enter the hall 
stood about the streets in close vicinity 
until after*+the meeting was concluded. 

Among those who spoke in the hall was 
Herr Rebel. who was received with tu- 
multuous cheers. His. address occupicd 
oniy sixteen minutes in delivery. Hie de- 
picted the distressed condition of the Ger- 
Iman artisans and suggested measures for 
their betterment. Emperor William, le 
said, had once promised a deputation of 
workmen to aid their handicrafts as far 
as possible in regaining the Goldenen bo- 
den of yore. To bring about such a con- 
dition was impossible for any emperor- 
king. It could only be achieved by societ, 
in its entirety. The socialfsts, he added, 
did not s®ek to reintroduce medieval con- 
aitions in the handicrafts, but to continue 
en the road of progress, to organize and 
combine, and to joyfully and energetically 
fight to a triumphant conclusicn. 

lierr Bebel denounced the policy of pro- 
tection, which he declared was only bol- 
stered by capitalism.

London, October 6~A dispate1 to the 
Central News from Madrid says it is the 
general opinion in well-informed quarters 
that the critical political situation in Por- 
tugal is the real cause of the impending 
visit of the king of the country to London, 
Madrid, Rome and Berlin. The growing 
power of the liberals and their discontent 
against the government threatens to bring 
about a revolution.

The 
king fears the liberals, but for the present 
he adheres to his ministers. He desires 
to sound the courts of Great Britain, Spain, 
Italy and Germany as to whether they are 
inclined to support his throne in the event 
of a republican revolution.

Yor the meeting of the legislature until 
1897, is taking fast hold, and marty say that

made that it will result in a great saving 
to thé state, and will result in having a 
legislature direct from the people, who 
shall have had time to consider the new 
constitution and to pass upon that constitu- 
tion, instead of a legislature bServing its 
fast term. The burden will be upon those 
who oppose this measure to show why 
it should not be done. 
The Irby-Tillman Breach. 

As might be expected one of the most 
@enerally discussed incidents of the con- 
wention is the open breach made between 
Senators Irby and Tillman. The cause 
at the bottom of it all is said to be the 
Tillman-Evans-Barnwell-Hemphill com- 
Promise. That the action of Senator Irby 
Sn refusing to agree to that compromise 
and his forcing Senator Tillman and Gov- 
ewrnor Evans to break away, as he is sup- 
posed to have done, caused those gentle- 
men to return to the fold with daggers 
up their sleeves for Senator Irby. The as- 
Sault upon this gentleman by Senator Till- 
man is not generally considered warrant- 
ed by Senator Irby’s action in the Butler- 
Saluda controversy, but both the assault 
and reply were listened to with great de- 
light by the conservatives, who thought 
they saw a brighter day ahead for them. 
But they are somewhat mystified by con- 
ditions now. Senator Irby has declared 
that the conservatives can expect nothing 
from him, that while he intends to be 
thoroughly non-partisan in the constitu- 
tional convention, out of it, in state poli- 
tics, he is going to sail under the reform 
flag and offer compromises or .conditions 
to nobody. 

And since the repudiation of the Barn- 
well-Hemphill contract by Senator © Till- 
man and Governor Evans the conservatives 
Say tney do not know what to expect of 
those gentlemen. “If a written contract 
could be thrown to the winds Wittle can be 
expected of less formal .ones,” is the way 
they put it. 


But for the time being factional politics 
are to be forgotten, or at least neglected, 
and strict attention paia to the formation 
of the new constitution.

The British Minister Urges That No 
More Americans Be Arrested. 
Constantinople, October 6.—Said Pasha, 
formerly grand vizier or prime ministr, 
who Was removed to make room for iciuniil 
Pasha, has been appointed minister of for- 
eign affairs, the position occupied oy him 
before he was mude grand vizier, 
ham Pasha retiring from the post. 
Sir Philip Currte, the British ambassa- 
dor, has visited Kiamil Pasha and urged 
vpon him the necessity of reassuring the 
Armenians by stopping the arrests of 
persons suspected of complicity in the re- 
cent rioting. It is said that Kiamil Pasha 
will advise the sultan to grant ainnesty 
to all the “Armenians arrested since Sep- 
tember 30th.

A hundred women and chiidren 
took refuge today in the gardea of the 
British embassy, which goes to prove that 
although quietness prevails in the city, 
the Armenians are apprehensive that fur- 
ther attacks will be made upon them. 

Four Hundred Armenians Missing. 

The Armenian patriarch has written to 
the representatives of the powers urging 
them to use their influence to restore order. 
He declares that men disguised as Softas, 
Mohammedan theologocal students, began 
the attack on the Armenians. He gives the 


names of 400 Armenians who have been re- 


yorted as missing. 
" When Sir Philip Currie. visited Kiamil 
Pasha on Saturday he insisted in vigorous 
en the absolute necessity of the 
porte accepting the scheme of reforms eel 
mitted by Great Britain, France and Rus- 
sia on May llth, and upon the immediate 
publication throughout the empire of a de- 
eree proclaiming the facet that the govern- 
ment had accepted the schetne. He inform- 
ed the grand. vizier that the British prime 
minister had not the slighest intention of 
abating in his demands of principles, which, 
after modifications, he might admit in the 
reform scheme as Was presented. The 
events of the last week, Sir Philip said, had 
shown the intolerable consequence of a de- 
lay that could no longer be permitted. 
At the same time the ambassador was 
visiting the grand vizier, the dragoman of 
the British embassy, acting under sir 
Philip’s orders, visited the patriarchate to 
express sympathy with the Armenians and 
to explain the action that had been taken 
by the powers, and Sir Phillip’s insistence 
upon the prompt acceptance of the scheme 
throws much doubt upon the correctness of 
the reports that have reached here from 
London to the effect that the Salisbury 
government would recede from its position 
of demanding protection for the Armenians 
and a radical reform in the administrative 
methods of Armenia. It is generally be- 
lieved here that notwithstanding the al- 
leged fact that Russia and France have ex- 
pressed themselves as satisfied with the 
sultan’s proposed reforms, Great Britain 
will demand and enforce the fulfillment to 
the letter of the reforms submitted by her. 
Though the city is quiet, cases of violence 
growing out of the trouble here are occurr- 
ing in many places along the shores of the 
Bosphorus in which Armenians are always 
the victims. 

The murders in the Pera gasworks have 
excited deep indignation among the foreign 
residents. This massacre illustrates the 
feeling of fanaticism that is prevailing and 
fears are entegtained that it will spread to 
the provinces, in which event ggrious re- 
sults may folléw. In the city a spark may 
aiy moment ignite into a flame the 
smouldering embers of religious hatred. 
This is particularly the case here. The 
walls of the church of Kara Gumruck, 
where a number of Americans are seeking 
refuge, were breached last night, evidently 
with the intention of affording a passage to 
Mohammedans if the’ sanctity of their 
church should be violated. 

Viewing the situation dispassionately it 
is impossible to foresee where the trouble 
will end, Large crowds gather about the 
gates of the British embassy, but no fears 
are entertained that any attack will be 
made upon the women and chiidren who 
have flied there for safety. Should the 
Turks violate the embassy they would 
without doubt call down upon tiemsélves 
a storm that would sender their existence 
in Europe more precarious than it is at 
present, if it did not drive them across the 
Gosphorus into Asia Minor. Opposite the 
embassy a patrol marches backward and 
forward. 

As has before been stated in these dis- 
patches, the present outbreak was by no 
means unexpected. The Hintchak, an Ar- 
menian anarchist society, some time ago. 
declared its intention of creating a riot.

Birmingham, Ala., October 6.—(Special.)— 


Mayor Jemison, of Tuscaloosa, passed 
through the city today en route to New 
York and Baltimore in the interest of 
Tuscaloosa’s financial affairs. Mr. Jemi- 
sen will spend tomorrow in Atlanta taking 
in the exposition. 

Thirty-three negroes arrived in the eity 
this morning in a bundle from Eagle lass, 
Tex. This was another bunch of the Aia- 
bama negroes who went to Mexico about 
a year ago on a colonization scheme. Who 
brought them back cannot be iearned. 
The negroes were put off the train at this 
point, and after remaining in the depot 
for nearly half a day were sent up town 
somewhere. The negroes say the man who 
was bringing them back left them at New 
Orieans. They were badly dressed and 
each had a little dry bread aionag. They 
had blankets and other covering. Tae 
men all bore smallpox marks. They are 
anxious to get back to their homes jn 
Tuscaloosa and Green counties and will 
probably set out to walk it. The citizens 
of the town of Tuscaloosa will try to 
prevent the negroes trom living there any 
more, claiming that the majority of theim 
Were not good negroes and were always 
in trouble. 

In the criminal court yesterday after- 
noon Judge Green distributed among a lot 
of convicted prisoners about one hundred 
years’ time in the coal mines. Jim John-

ON THE VERGE OF A CRISIS 


Daughters of the Revolution Listen toe 
a Sermon About a Great Bat- 
tle by Dr. Long. 


—- 


The services at the First Methodist yes- 
terday morning were especially interesting 
to the Daughters of the Revolution, the 
occasion being marked by a grand sermon 
delivered by Rev. D. D. Long, of Memphis, 
and inspiring music by the choir augment- 
ed by the voice of Mrs. J. 8. Latter, of 
Memphis, and Miss Mary Fleming, of 
Knoxville.. The audience was exceptional- 
ly large and was swayed by the eloquence 
and fervent religious patriotism of the 


speaker, 

Just preceding the sermon Mrs, Latter 
sang “Holy King.” She possesses a sweet 
and sympathetic soprano of scope and 
culture, Immédiately after the sermon 
Miss Fleming sang ‘‘Hail! the King.” Her 
voice was of higher compass and was 
equally as sweet and soul stirring. 

Rev. Mr. Robbins, the pastor of the 
ehurch, and Rev. Mr. Morris, of Birming- 
ham, were seated upon the rostrum and 
conducted the devotional services preced- 
ing the address. 

Dr. Long selected for his text Esther iv: 
14; “For if thou altogether holdest thy peace 
at this time, then shall their enlargement 
and deliverance arise to the Jews from 
another place; but thou and thy father’s 
house shall be destroyed. And who 
knoweth whether thou art come to the 
kingdom for such a time as this?’ 

“There is in this declaration of Mordecai 
the burning spirit of an intense prophetic 
patriotism; the clear appreciation of a 
great and brilliant opportunity contrasted 
with a terrible disaster sure to result from 
the neglected opportunity,’’ said the speak-' 
er.* “Also a sublime and unshaken faith 
in ultimate delivérance from total ruin— 
that deliverance is the sovereign hand of 
the Almighty God of Israel. 

‘The Jewish people, who, by their follies 
and their crimes, had already been destroy- 
ed as a government and nation, were now 
threatened with immediate massacre and 
complete annihilation. There seemed but 
one possible way out of it. A Jew had 
been made the favorite queen of the des- 
troying government. If wise, and brave 
and patriotic she might intervene to avert 
the ruin which if not averted would en- 
gulf her a# well as her people. There was 
at least a brilliant opportunity for her to 
redeem her people from destruction. 

“I might speak an hour on that part 
which our heroic womanhood has acted 
in the various dramas and mighty traged- 
ies of national higtory and confiicts. The 
Hebrew nation was prolific in the produc- 
tion of heroic women, of whom were De- 
borah, Gael, Judith, immortal stars of 
fame and beauty whose dauntless courage 
and incisive wisdom saved their country 
in some of its greatest crises; as here the 
prudent and beautiful Esther who threw 
herself between her people and imminent 
destruction, did for them that which no 
other human could have accomplished. 

“But scarcely less glorious is the his- 
tory of every other people in its display 
of woman’s fearlessness and fortitude and 
wisdom, when her country calied upon her 
for exertion ~or self-sacrifice. Our own 
history, though almost the shortest of 
all histories, is as thickly studGed with the 
glorious deeds and dauntless fame of fe- 
mate heroism as the canopy of heaven is 
thick with stars.”’ ; 

Continuing along this line the minister 
impressed upon the Daughters of the 
Revolution, those great apostles of the 
new world’s liberty, the solemn, the etern- 
al truth, that no government is toe great 
and strong to be self-destroyed; no people 
too free fo become self-enslaved; and no 
constitutional bulwarks to inviolable to 
be afgsailed, desecrated and outraged by 
popular passion, greed or discontent; and 
that the perpetual price of any nation’s 
safety and liberty, however strongly for- 
tified, is an eternal, vigilant, . sleepless, 
jealous patriotism. It may be truly said 
to every generation of the freest govern- 
ment on the globe: ‘‘Destruction threat- 
ens, ye must arise and speak; or if ye hold 
your peace, whatever may be the final 
outcome, ye and your father’s house shall 
be destroyed.”’ 

“We have sixty million people in our 
nation, and how many patriots are among 
them? How many thousand, how many 
million are there who would not hesitate 
to sell the country and the constitution for 
a mess of pottage? How few an rise to 
that highest, broadest, mostji@évine of 
earthly loves—love of count ' Greater 
than the love of father for chil@ren, wife 
or husband, more beautiful than any sen- 
timent that ever lit with glory and with 
might the human breast. By all the few 
who can contain that loftiest of senti- 
ments, by all the many who cannot, our 
liberty, safety, our whole heritage secured 
for us by our revolutionary fathers is en- 
vironed by the elements of disintegration 
and destruction; and there is need that 
every patriotic soul be on the watch ready 
for the work and battle. 

“Through the heroic toil and courage of 
our fafhers the providence of God has 
given us the greatest and richest land be- 
neath the sun, and secured for its protec- 
tion and development the most absolutely 
perfect form of government that any race 
of people, past or present, has enjoyed. It 
was the reward of resolution, of eight 
long years of desperate conflict, of the in- 
tensest study of the greatest sages, who 
were seemingly raised up and inspired for 
that very purpose. 

‘We have weathered through a hundred 
years of brilliant history, passed the 
tempest of the greatest civil war of modern 
or perhaps ancient times, We are the 
richest nation on earth by many. billion 
dollars, with the prolific territory still 
largely undeveloped. No limit can be set 
by prophesy or imagination to our possi- 
bilities gf future growth or power, 

A Cross Very Near. 

“But to the man who looks j 
brilliant surface there can he ae deus 
that our country is very near to one of 
those great crises where the future de- 
pends upon the timely intervention ana 
heroic effort of the patriotic. We are filled 
with the elements of dissatisfaction and 
aggression, weighted with too many people 
utterly at variance with the spirit of our 
government, in their traditions, prejudice 
and character. We are almost now a 
mongrel nation. Assimilation is slower 
than the increased process of population 
of an alien nature. That of itseif must 
precipitate destruction if not in. time ar- 
rested. Even the eleemnts that may be

tile and indifferent to every principle for 
which our fathers fought. Every ill in- 
curred as the result of folly, idleness, ex- 
travagance or reckless speculation is 
charged against the government. Discon- 
tented thousands assail the government, 
There was never in our history greater 
need for pure patriotism, for magnificent 
devotion than now. Not even in those 
dark and almost hopeless months before 
the battle of King’s mountain turned the 
tide of war was the future of this country 
wrapt in greater peril and uncertainty 
than in this year of 1895. It then was peril 
from without; it now 1s hydra-headed peril 
from within. It was then an infant coun- 
try struggling in the throes of birth; it 
is now a great colossus, sick n.gh unto 
death with inbred maladies, yet sadly lack- 
ing consciousness of the dire necessity to 
struggle to maintain existence. We might 
throw ourselves upon the desperate faith 
of Mordecai and say as he did. But I dare 
not do that. All history gives such faith 
the lie. I feel imipelled to turn to you, ye 
Daughters of the Revolution, and to all 
who have your spirit, and say, ‘Who 
knoweth whether you are come to the 
kingdom for this purpose?” This revival 
of interest in the deeds and objects of your 
heroic fathers, this formation of your 
order in the opening of the second cen- 
tury of our national existence, may be 
fraught with opportunities transcendent 
in their nature and regenerating in their 
influence, perpetual in redemptional results. 
It is worth your while to do your best 
along this line of patriotic service and who 
can estimate the reinvigorating power you 
may exert on the decaying patriotism, of 
the land?

The minister continued along this line 
and delivered a most powerful sermon.

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LIVES IN THE SWAMP.

Mr. Craven Tells of His Experience 
with Bears. 

Waycross, Ga., October 6.—(Special.)—Mr. 
J. D. Craven, of Hickory hammock, in the 
Okefinokee swamp, was here Thursday and 
he told of many of his experiences with 
bears, deer and wild cats in the swamp. 
He cultivates twelve acres of rich ham- 
mock land, and raises corn, sugar cane and 
vegetables. He produces over a thousand 
pounds of meat every year. The farm is 
not fenced, but as it is surrounded by jun- 
gles it is almost secure from the appraoch 
of bears and other wild animals. Mr. 
Craven is seventy-five years old and he has 
explored the swamp guite thoroughly dur- 
ing the past fifty years. He killed a four- 
hun‘tred-and-fifty-pound bear two weeks 
ago, and he pronounced the meat better 
than beef. Honey flows plentifully in Hick- 
ory hammock, and Mr. Craven sells hides, 
honey and beeswax in large quantities. 
Mr. Craven has a wife, two sons and six 
daughters. His daughters are considered 
guite se and they are much admired 
for their graces and intelligence. The girls 
are good shots with a rifle and they fre- 
quently hunt bears, deer and wildcats in 
the swamp. 

A large bear chased a hog into Mr. 
Craven’s yard a few weeks ago, and as he 
was about to seize his prey one of the 
Craven girls fired a Winchester rifle at 
bruin. The girl ran into the yard and 
poked the-muzzle of her rifle almost into 
bruin’s face. Bruin turned away from the 
hog and sprang toward Miss Craven. The 
plucky young lady did not give the bear a 
chance to hug her, but sent a ball through 
his heart. The bear fell at her feet and 
struggled hard until he died.

Mrs. Klasing Sued for Temporary Ali- 
mony in Rome. 


AFTER YEARS OF MARRIED LIFE

A German and His Wife Separated. 
Floyd County’s Grand Jury Wants 
To Economize—Other News. 


Rome, Ga., October 6.—(Special.)—In the 
case of Klasing vs. Klasirg, suit for di- 
vorce with temporary alimony und the 
custody of the children, some sensational 
features were developed. 

Mrs. Klasing set forth cruelty on the 
part of her husband and charged that he 
frequently beat her and that he discarded 
her, and in the presence of her children 
told her that they had never been married. 

She alleges that they were married 
about seventeen years and that her hus- 
band had frequently abused and mistreated 
her, and had accused her wrongfully of not 
having led a life of moral rectitude. 

She set up the plea that since their sepa- 
ration she had not been allowed the com- 
wanionship of her children, which she 
prayed the court to grant her the privilege 
of, and also to compel her husband to pay 
her a liberal allowance in @ way of 
temporary alimony, pending ‘a total di- 
vorce. She set up that her husband was 
amply able to pay such alimony, having 
a liberal income, and that he caused hér to 
be driven from his bed and board because 
of his cruel treatment of her without any 
just cause for blame upon her part. 

Counter Charges. 

Klasing, who is a prosperous German 
mechanic, who-has built up a handsome 
business and enjoys a very fair income, as 
is charged ig the allegations, brought out 
some very sensational counter charges. 

He states that nis wife, with whom he 
has lived for about seventeen years, has 
not led an exemplary life and he charges 
her with serious indiscretions. 

In his testimony, when driven to it by 
questioning, he intimated that he suspected 
her of illicit conduct with other men, 
among them being very prominent citizens 
of Rome. 

He set up a long train of grievances, the 
story of his alleged wrongs being of the 
most sensational nature. He said that 
when he told her that they had never 
been married he meant ‘‘married in heart.’’ 

He further said that anything which he 
might have done which seemed harsh and 
cruel was chargeable to aingovernable out- 
bursts of temper aroused after the most 
persistent provocation. 

A Large Family. 

The Klasings are quite well-to-do and 
have moved in the middle class as social 
leaders up to the time of their disagree- 
ment. Seven or eight children have been 
born to them and they range in age from 
two to sixteen years. Klasing came here 
years ago and by industry and perseverance 
made his way in the world and has always 
been regarded as a worthy German citi- 
zen. 

Nobody ever expected that their domestic 
affairs were chaotic until the fact was 
developed by this sensational®suit. 

The hearing of the case occupied the 
greater part of the day before Judge Turn- 
bull and after a careful consideration of 
the case he decided to require $20 a month 
temporary alimony to be paid to Mrs. 
Klasing by her husband, and directed that 
she should be allowed to see her children 
whenever she so aesired.

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GILMORE’S BAND YESTERDAY. 
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A MOST ENJOYABLE SUNDAY CON- 
CERT GIVEN AT THE GRAND. 
The Programme Was a Treat to the 
Music Lovers of Atlanta and Mr. 
Herbert Was Praised. 


The Sunday concerts begun by Gilmore's 
band introduce a very gratifying innova- 
tion and the audience that gathered to 
hear the one given at the Grand yesterday 
afternoon was sufficiently large to show 
that the time is ripe for something of the 
kind that shall be permanent. 

The programme offered by Mr. Herbert 
was of the highest order—if one might 
pass the ‘‘Darkies’ Dream’”’ and one or two 
encores given in a spirit of accommodation 
—the selections being taken from composers 
of the first merit. 

Some of them were rather ambitious un- 
dertakings for an organization without 
strings, but all were creditably achieved 
and the concert was highly enjoyable from 
first to last. 

The programme opened with tha overture 
to “Oberon,’’ too well known to require 
comment, which was followed by a plain- 
tive and melodious idylle for flute and 
French horns, which was warmly received, 
Mr. Spindler’s performance on the princi- 
pal instrument receiving a hearty encore. 
A very effective arrangement of selections 
from Verdi’s ‘‘Falstaff”’ followed, and Mr. 
Herbert Clarke came next with a cornet 
solo, giving the familiar and ever popular 
song from ‘“‘Robert le Diable’’ with taste 
and feeling. In answer to the recall he 
played the ‘“‘Miserere’”’ from “Il Trovatore.”’ 

The number for which all waited with 
interest and some impatience was the 
overture from “The Wizard of the Nile,” 
a comic opera of Mr. Herbert’s own com- 
position, just brought out at the Alvin, 
Pittsburg, of which much has been said 
and written already-in other quarters. Mr. 
Herbert, though a young man, is a notable 
igure in America’s music world. At an 
age when most men are winning their spurs 
and watching eagerly for a nod of recog- 
nition, he finds nimself with a substantial 
reputation and a decided and growing pop- 
ularity that men of more stupendous 
achievements have sighed for in vain. As 
a composer he ranks high, having written 
mus‘te for his favorite instrument, the 
"cello, that is accepted everywhere on its 
merits, and as a performer on the instru- 
ment he is at the top. 

Musicians who know a good thing when 
they see it are aware that Mr. Herbert 


| has compositions in manuscript sufficient 


in number and merit to make the reputa- 


: 


tion of a composer of no mean ambition. 
He is not, therefore, dependent upon_ his 
light operas for his standing as a musician, 
and it is at once diverting and edifying to 
note the manner in which he has stepped 
off the pedestal of the uncompromising 
muse to meet the popular demand for wh&t 
is light and pleasing. 

Like the tutor, who, when asked by an 
anxious parent what pronunciation of 
Latin he employed, replied: ‘‘Any thax 
came handy,” Mr. Herbert would not find 
it necessary to be overparticular concerning 
the sources of his inspiration. 
reached for the popular verdict and has, 
in a word, fetched it with surprising alac-.: 
rity and ease. 

He has used the simplest materials possi- 
le—airs that require no mental strain to 
comprehend, that have no hidden signifi- 
cance—and has worked them into orches- 
tral effects of great variety and sonority 
by an ingenious manipulation of the instru- 
ments with which the business of conduct- 
ing has made him perfectly familiar, 

“The Wizard of the Nile,’”” judging from 
the instrumental seiections, is a tuneful 
and stirring composition. Everything that 
could be done with simple melody and 
ingenious instrumentation has been done 
to secyre effects and the result is a work 
that tickles the popular fancy even beyond 
the expectation of the composer. 

It is seldom that a composer. finds it in 
his power to succeed at both ends of the 
scale. ‘In this respect Mr. Herbert is 
unique. What is more to the purpose is 
that he is fortunate, for it is clear that the 
man and the opportunity have met. 

The concert was full of melody and good 
humor, both elements combining in Mr. 
Herbert’s ‘‘Wizard,”’ and the work of the 
band was excellent threughout. 

Even in the unfinished symphony of 
Schubert and in the selection from ‘Die 
Walkure,” which closed the programme, 
some admirable effects were produced 
where strings are supposed to be indis- 
pensable. 

The ’cello solo, part of a concerto by 
Goltermann, was a beautiful composition, 
admirably played, and ‘the tender and 
graceful “Serenade” of Schubert, chosen 
by Mr. Herbert as an encore, was given 
with exquisite’delicacy and feeling. 

The solo for autoharp by Mr. Gery was 
ingenious in arrangement and pleasing in 


effect.

The Chinese Have 
The peculiarity of the 
consists of the fact that they have a writ- 
ten and printed language and no alphabet, 
every word in their vocabulary having a 
Separate character of its own. These char- 
acters are divided into six classes, the 
total number being about 24,235. The first 
class, according to eminent Chinese phil- 
Ologists, includes “imitative symbols.’’ 
These are 608 in number and are believed to 
be the very first Chinese symbolic signs 
invented. The second class includes the 
“symbols indicating thought,” and are 107 
in number. These Characters are formed 
in such a way as to indicate by their form 
or position some idea referring to the rel- 
ative circumstances pointing to them. The 
third class includes 749 characters known 
as “‘combined ideas,” This class bears 
some relation to our compound words and 
comprise characters made up of two or 
more symbols to form a single idea. The 
fourth class is sted as “inverted signifi- 
cations,” and ineludegs 372 characters, 
which, by some invVersion, contraction or 
alteration of parts, are made to acquire 
different meanings. The fifth is the great 
class of “united sound symbols,” containing 
21,810 characters. The sixth class, which 
has no fixed number of characters, is list- 
ed under the head of “borrowed uses.’ 
This class includes metaphoric symbols and 
combinations in which the meaning is in- 
duced by some fanciful imagination. But 
a few hundred of these have been cut in 
characters by the type founders, but imagi- 
native writers have been known to use 
thousands that are not regularly recognized 
as belonging in the language, and which are 
not included in the sum total of 24,235 char- 
acters mentioned in the opening. | 
Certain fanciful writers, so Dr. Williams 
Says, have been known to use as high as 
260,000 such symbols. The authority re- 
ferred to in the foregoing sentence, while 
he admits that romantic writers have been 
known to employ upwards of 260,000 charac- 
ters in their writings, closes his article on 
that subject by saying: °*.,.nile an enor- 
mous number of characters are occasion- 
ally employed, running in some instances 
far above 200,000, it may be safely said 
that a knowledge of 10,000 characters will 
enable one to read any work published in 
the Chinese language, and to write intel- 
ligently on any subject.”

From his personal funds ¢he Chinese 
government borrowed much of the money 
with which it equipped for the war with 
Japan, but the old viceroy has lost nothing 
by it. He largely owns, the fleet of the 
China Merchants Steamship Company con- 
sisting of several score of véssels. These 
he shrewdly transferred to the German 
flag before the war, by which he saved 
all his own property and lost only that 
which belonged to the Chinese government,

much new territory in China was thrown 
open to trade—many new treaty ports were 
made. These new treaty ports make more 
trade and more busjness for his steamships.

Senator Blackburn Talks About the 
Free Coinage of Silver Issue. 
From ‘ine St. Lwuis Republic. 

Washington, D. C., October 4.—Senator 
Blackburn, of Kentucky, who has been here 
during the week, left for his home this 
evening to resume work in the political 
campaign in Kentucky. Before his depart- 
ure the senator talked freely on the con- 
dition of aftairs in Kentucky. 

“Some newspapers delight to keep re- 
peating that the silver ‘craze’ is dying 
out in Kentucky, but I tell you that facts 
are exactly opposite to this,” said Mr. 
Blackburn. “very day in Kentucky the 
silver sentiment is growing larger and 
assuring us greater victory. There was 
never any doubt about my re-election. 
That was evident from the first, and the 
only doubt that existed was as to the 
state ticket. If you had asked me a month 
ago whether Mr. Hardin would be elected 
governor I would have told you that I 
did not know, that there was grave doubt 
and that it would be necessary to wait to 
see developments. Now this is all differ- 
ent. Mr. Hardin will be elected by a 
majority of 15,000 at least and probably 


20,000. Kentucky has been a state for 103 


years, and we have never had an abler man 
than Mr. Hardin for governor. He is not 
only able, but is a fearless man, true to 
his convictions, and can be depended upon 
to do the right thing when he is gover- 
nor. As I said, the silver cause in Ken- 
tucky is increasing and the only thing that 
prevents the situation being stated in its 
true light is that the newspapers of our 
largest cities are the hirelings of the money 
power.

The October number of The Century Mag- 
azine has published from the pen at A 
John Williamson Palmer, with a series of 
fine illustrations by A. Hencke,~ the sad 
story of the beautiful Theodosia Alston, 
the wife of Governor Alston, of South Car- 
olina, lost while on her way by sea to meet 
her father, Aaron Burr, in New York, after 
his duel with Hamilton, and to console 
hing as only a daughter could in the dis- 
graces in which he had fallen. The pilot 
boat in which she embarked was lost on 
the coast, and it was not until years after- 
ward it was known that it was decoyed to 
destruction by wreckers, and all on board 
forced to “walk the plank.” The actual 
fate of Thecdosia Alston was not known 
for a long time, and for many years it was 
discussed and made the subject of sad con- 
jecture at many firesides. 

Dr. Palmer, taking his. inspiration from 
the confession of two criminals who were 
subsequently tried and hung at Norfolk, 
has told in bold, vigorous, picturesque 
verse the story of that awful crime, mak- 
ing the wreckers themselves the tellers of 
it. In no other way could it have been de- 
picted with such power of expression, or 
the brutality of the men who lived by plun- 
der so strongly brought out. We see in it 
all. the lawlessness, all the recklessness, 
drunkenness end ecupidity which in those 
days made such bloody misdeeds possible, 
and the quality of the verse, powerful as 
the strokes of a trip hammer, is in keeping 
with the theme. It has offered to the artist 
opportunities for sketching the lives of 
these marauders—the moving of the decoy 
light along the sand dunes, the coming of 
the doomed vessel, its seizure and the 
dreadful fate of its passengers.

Another Venezuelan Commissioner Comes 
to the Exposition. 


SOUTH AMERICANS’ SCHEME 


They Hope To Bring Thousands to 
Atlanta—What the Foreign Com- 
missioners Have To Say. 


The South American colony of foreign 
dignitaries at the expositign is increasing 
each week. 

Yesterday Senor Manguel T. Romero 
from Venezuela came as the official repre- 
sentative of that republic, detailed here by 


sioners in presenting the interests and 
products of their country in the most ad- 
vantageous light. ' 

Senor Romero is a man of rather distla- 
guished appearance, with clear-cut feat- 
ures and an artistic Vandyke beard that 
graduates to a, fine point just above a 
fiashing scarfpin. 

He came to Atlanta from New York, 
where he remained for several weeks after 
his arrival from Venezuela. The trip from 
New York was made with Senor Jove, his 
co-commissioner, who has been some time 
at the exposition and who went on north 
for the purpose of conducting his country- 
man to this city. 

There are three Venezuelans now at the 
fair. All of them are men of extraordinary 
intelligence and ability. Senor Osio Cotte- 
rell is Americunized, or rather Anglicised 
to some extent, having attended Columbia 
university. He took up a practical course 
in electricity for six months in the United 
States. 

Since then he has been in his native 
country, where he is regarded as one of 
the most brilliant young men. 

With these three commissioners Vene- 
zuela comes to the fair well represented. 
The exhibit of this country is placed in 
the north end of the transportation hall 
just across from the display of Mexico. 
The exhibit space 1s small, but there is a 
large supply of goods to be placed and 
the commissioners are preparing to make 
a very elaborate show of the resources of 
their country. ; 

South Americans Coming. 

There is a prospect of large attendance 
at the exposition from South America this 
fall and if the calculations of some who 
have the matter in charge carry, thousands 
of representative citizens from the different 
republics will be brought here. 

Senor Mangel, representing Costa Rica, 
is of the opinion that many of his people 
will be here after the 15th of this month. 
Until that time the quarantine against the 
South Amer.can ports will not be raised 
at New Orleans. 

Dr. Gustavo Niederlein, the commission- 
er from the Argentine republic who was 
in Atlanta at the day of opening, said 
that if the proper rates and facilities could 
be arranged he had no doubt. thou- 
sands of the best class of people in the 
country environing Argentina would make 
the trip. All of the South American repre- 
sentatives talk this way concerning the 
feeling in théir countries regarding the 
exposition. 

One of the exposition officials said yes- 
terday: ° 

“The main and prime idea of the exposi- 
tion will be successfully carried through 
if this attendance from South America can 
be secured. What is wanted now is for 
the exposition company to take hold of the 
scheme and work it through. They should 
engage some man to work up a large ex- 
cursion from South America, taking in all 
the countries and sweeping the whole 
coast, which could be brought into one of 
the gulf ports instead of by way of New 
York as the plan is just now.”

“HITTING THE PIPE” 


An Opium Joint Raided Last Night on 
Butler Street.

TWO JOHN CHINAMEN PULLED 


Two White Women Were Found in the 
Den Regaling on the Narcotic. 
A Horrible Picture. 


-"An opium joint was raided last night. 

There were two married women in the 
din “hitting the pipe’ when the officers 
closed in on the shop. The women are 
known, but the officers are as silent as 
clams regarding their identity. They with- 
hold their names, since they were allowed 
to take a sneak to their homes. 

It was about 10 o’clock when Detectives 
Coan and Wiggins and Officers Walton and 
Seale were detailed by Chief Connolly to 
raid the house at the corner of Butler 
and Hunter streets. Dr. Gu Lay, who has 
been posing as a practitioner and apothe- 
carist, has a drug store of small im- 
portance there. 

Above the store are two apartments, in 
which are arranged five crude bunks of 
dingy aspect. The place was raided last 
week for an opium joint, but nothing was 
found to justify arrest of the occupants. 

Chief Cc@nolly had the house watched 
closely, however, and last night another 
raid was made with successful results. 

The officers swooped down on the plac@ 
suddenly, forced admission and caught the 
‘‘pipe hitters’’ dead to rights. Patrolmen 
Walton and Seale engaged Du Lay down 
stairs in the drug department and the re- 
sult of a reconnoiter in a back apartment 
brought to light an opium pipe and all 
the appurtenances thereto. The quack 
genius played the innocent, pleading total 
ignorance of the existence of the waiter 
and its contents, from which such a de- 
lightful dream of pleasure is extracted. The 
little doctor’s tale could not withstand the 
actual evidence confronting him, however, 
and he jabbered away in vain. 

In the meantime Detective Conn made 
an excursion upstairs. His appearance put 
Tom Lee, another ‘John,’ to flight, This 
astute almond-eyed oriental made for a 
rear window and leaped for liberty. A 
shed ten feet below stopped his descent 
but for a moment, for he as quickly took 
a second jump, landing in the arms of 
Detective Wiggins. 

Detective Cason found two women of re- 
spectability enjoying the pipe. They were 
ord2red to get out and go to their homes. 
This they quickly did in evident fear of 
sensational results. The pipes and accou- 
terments were taken in charge by Detec- 
tive Conn. The two Chinamen and the 
pipes were brought to the station house 
by the officers. Tom Lee was locked up, 
but the doctor was released on a bond of 
$100, given by a friend. The charge against 
the two defendants is ‘that of keeping an 
opium *house. 3 

This afternoon at 2 o’clock the cases will 
be tried. The penalty for such a misde- 
meanor is a fine of $300, or imprisonment in 
the discretion of the court, or both. This 
is the first case ever docketed in Atlanta, 
hence a novelty in the gamut of things 
criminal. 

The opium pipe is a queer thing to one 
who has never seen it. There is a large 
reed about the length and size and shape 
of a flute open at both ends. In the mid- 
dle of the stem is placed a bowl, the 
size and shape of a silver dollar. It has 
a smooth beveled surface. A small pin- 
hole runs through the center. A _ pinch 
of opium is painted over the surface. The 
bow! is placed over an alcohol lamp flame, 
The narcotic is cooked into a gummy state. 
By the use of a small steel instrument it 
is worked in the aperture of the bowl’s 
surface. The smoker draws and inhales 
the pieasant smoke and is soon in the 
dreamland of enjoyment. 

The two pipes and the things that go 
with them make up a queer collection. 
They are now at the station house.

Just what the programme will be is to 
be arranged this morning at a meeting of 
the heads of the several regents of the 
states mentioned. 

There will be patriotic speeches, pocms, 
songs and the like to stir the ancestors of 
those brave patriots who fought and strug- 
gled for that liberty which this govern- 
ment and its subjects have enjoyed for 
more than a century. 

There will be about 200 or more represen- 
tatives from the Daughters of the Revo- 
lution here today to participate in the cele- 
bration of the battle of King’s mountain, 
which turned the tide at a crisis in the 
affairs of the American colonists. It is 
going to be an eventful gathering of pa- 
triotic women. * 

At the celebration today will be the only 
surviving son of the 900 patriots of King’s 
mountain battle. His name is Mr. W. T. 
Scott, and he comes all the way from 
Kansas to be present today.

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dred and fourteen years. His father was 
a revolutionary soldier, who at the age of 
sixteen went forth as a militiaman and 
helped to gain the victory over the dis- 
ciplined troops of the British at the battle 
of King’s mountain, North Carolina, Octo- 
ber 7, 1780. This was one of the most bloody 
contests of the war in the southern states, 
and contributed greatly to the expelling of 
the British from the southern colonies. 
The militiamen were hardy mountaineers, 
hastily called together from the mountain- 
ous districts of North Carolina, Virginia 
and Franklin. Mr. Scott’s ancestors were 
Scotch Presbyterians of North Carolina, 
and he is the fifteenth child of the rev- 
olutionary father’s family. He is now in 
his eighty-third year, xand has a youthful 
look of sixty years in his face and as vig- 
orous in intellect and step as any mid- 
dle-aged man. He recollected and spoke of 
an incident seventy-five years age, when 
his father took him through a paper mill 
in the Carolinas. 

A reporter saw Mr. Scott tonight at the 
Jackson hotel and had an interesting chat 
about the colonial days and revolutionaty 
history, with which he is thoroughly fa- 
miliar. About the King’s mountain battle 
he talks witn zeal and pride. 

“It is a strange fact,” he saf@, “that we 
American peopie are slow to recognize pa- 
triots and deeds of great men. It took us 
400 years to recognize that Colum- 
bus was a great man for discovering this 
continent. We seem just now to be awaken- 
ing to the importance of keeping alive the 
traditions of the revolutionary war. 

“IT hope this movement-recently started 
will be effective in fanning into life the 
fires of he old-time patriotism and stirring 
the young generations up to a sense of our 
worth as a nation and a people.” 

Mr. Scott will be at Hotel Jackson this 
morning until 9 o’clock, when he will go to 
the exposition grounds to attend the cele- 
bration of the anniversary of the battle of 
King’s mountain.

Another Venezuelan Commissioner Comes 
to the Exposition. 


SOUTH AMERICANS’ SCHEME 


They Hope To Bring Thousands to 
Atlanta—What the Foreign Com- 
missioners Have To Say. 


The South American colony of foreign 
dignitaries at the exposition is increasing 
each week. 

Yesterday Genor Manguel T. Romero 
from Venezuela came as the official repre- 
sentative of that republic, detailed here by 
the: president to assist the other commis- 
sioners in presenting the interests and 
products of their country in the most ad- 
Vantageous light. | 

Senor Rcmero is a man of rather distia- 
guished appearance, with clear-cut feat- 
ures and an artistic Vandyke beard that 
graduates to a. fine point just above a 
flashing scarfpin. 

He came to Atlanta from New York, 
where he remained for several weeks after 
his arrival from Venezuela. The trip from 
New York was made with Senor Jove, his 
co-commissioner, who has been some time 
at the exposition and who went on north 
for the purpose of conducting his country- 
man to this city. 

There are three Venezuelans now at the 
fair. All of them are men of extraordinary 
intelligence and ability. Senor Osio Coftte- 
rell is Americanized, or rather Anglicised 
to some extent, having attended Columbia 
university. He took up a practical course 
in electricity for six months in the United 
States. 

Since then he has been in his native 
country, where he is regarded as one of 
the most brilliant young men. 

With these three commissioners Vene- 
zuela comes to the fair well represented. 
The exhibit of this country is placed in 
the north end of the transportation hall 
just across from the display of Mexico. 
The exhibit space is small, but there is a 
large supply of goods to be placed and 
the commissioners are preparing to make 
a very elaborate show of the resources of 
their country. : 

South Americans Coming. 

There is a prospect of large attendance 
at the exposition from South America this 
fall and if the calculations of some who 
have the matter in charge carry, thousands 
of representative citizens from the different 
republics will be brought here. 

Senor Mangel, representing Costa Rica, 
is of the opinion that many of his people 
will be here after the 15th of this month. 
Until that time the quarantine against the 
South Amer.can ports will not be raised 
at New Orleans. 

Dr. Gustavo Niederlein, the commission- 
er from the Argentine republic who was 
in Atlanta at the day of opening, said 
that if the proper rates and facilities could 
be arranged he had no doubt’ thou- 
sands of the best class of peuple in the 
country environing Argentina would make 
the trip. All of the South American repre- 
sentatives talk this way concerning ‘the 
feeling in théir countries regarding the 
exposition. 

One of the exposition officials said yes- 
terday: ° 

“The main and prime idea of the exposi- 
tion will be successfully carried through 
if this attendance from, South America can 
be secured. What is wanted now is for 
the exposition company to take hold of the 
scheme and work it through. They should 
engage some man to work up a large ex- 
cursion from South America, taking in all 
the countries and sweeping the whole 
coast, which could be brought into one of 
the gulf ports instead of by way of New 
York as the plan is just now.” 

This suggestion meets the approval of 
the commissioners. All are desirous of see- 
ing large crowds here from their native 
countries. 

Senor Romero, the new comer, is delight- 
ed with the Zair. He decieres, as all have 
declared, that it was of much greater mag- 
nitude than he had supposed. The three 
commissioners took a casual look at the 
grounds yesterday. They will make a 
careful observation today.

An Opium Joint Raided Last Night on 
Butler Street.

TWO JOHN CHINAMEN PULLED 


Two White Women Were Found in the 
Den Regaling on the Narcotic. 
A Horrible Picture. 


-*An opium joint was raided last night. 

There were two married women in the 
din “hitting the pipe’ when the officers 
closed in on the shop. The women are 
known, but the officers are as silent as 
clams regarding their identity. They with- 
hold their names, since they were allowed 
to take a sneak to their homes. 

It was about 10 o’clock when Detectives 
Coan and Wiggins and Officers Walton and 
Seale were detailed by Chief Connolly to 
raid the house at the corner of Butler 
and Hunter streets. Dr. Gu Lay, who has 
been posing as a practitioner and apothe- 
carist, has a drug store of small im- 
portance there. 

Above the store are two apartments, in 
which are arranged five crude bunks of 
dingy aspect. The place was raided last 
week for an opium joint, but nothing was 
found to justify arrest of the occupants. 

Chief CcBnolly had the house watched 
closely, however, and last night another 
raid was made with successful results. 

The officers swooped down on the plac@ 
suddenly, forced admission and caught the 
“‘pipe hitters’’ dead to rights. Patrolmen 
Walton and Seale engaged Du Lay down 
stairs in the drug department and the re- 
sult of a reconnoiter in a back apartment 
brought to light an opium pipe and all 
the appurtenances thereto. The quack 
genius played the innocent, pleading total 
ignorance of the existence of the waiter 
and its contents, from which such a de- 
lightful dream of pleasure is extracted. The 
little doctor’s tale could not withstand the 
actual evidence confronting him, however, 
and he jabbered away in vain. 

In the meantime Detective Conn made 
an excursion upstairs. His appearance put 
Tom Lee, another “John,” to flight. This 
astute almond-eyed oriental made for a 
rear window and leaped for liberty. A 
shed ten feet below stopped his~ descent 
but for a moment, for he as quickly took 
a second jump, landing in the arms of 
Detective Wiggins. 

Detective Cason found two women of re- 
spectability enjoying the pipe. They were 
ord3red to get out and go to their homes. 
This they quickly did in evident fear of 
sensational results. he pipes and accou- 
terments were taken in charge by Detec- 
tive Conn. The two Chinamen and the 
pipes were brought to the station house 
by the officers. Tom Lee was locked up, 
but the doctor was released on a bond of 
$100, given by a friend. The charge against 
the two defendants is ‘that of keeping an 
opium *house. 

This afternoon at 2 o’clock the cases will 
be tried. The penalty for such a misde- 
meanor is a fine of $300, or imprisonment in 
the discretion of the court, or both. This 
is the first case ever docketed in Atlanta, 
hence a novelty in the gamut of things 
criminal. 

The opium pipe is a queer thing to one 
who has never seen it. There is a large 
reed about the length and size and shape 
of a flute open at both ends. In the mid- 
dle of the stem is placed a bowl, the 
size and shape of a silver dollar. It has 
a smooth beveled surface. A small pin- 
hole runs through :the center. A pinch 
of opium is painted over the surface. ‘The 
bow! is placed over an alcohol lamp flame. 
The narcotic is cooked into a gummy state. 
By the use of a small steel instrument it 
is worked in the aperture of the bowl’s 
surface. The smoker draws and inhales 
the pieasant smoke and is soon in the 
dreamland of enjoyment. 

The two pipes and the things that go 
with them make up a queer collection. 
They are now at the station house.

His father was 
a revolutionary soldier, who at the age of 
sixteen went forth as a militiaman and 
helped to gain the victory over the dis- 
ciplined troops of the British at the battle 
of King’s mountain, North Carolina, Octo- 
ber 7, 1780. This was one of the most bloody 
contests of the war in the southern states, 
and contributed greatly to the expelling of 
the British from the southern colonies. 
The militiamen were hardy mountaineers, 
hastily called together from the mountain- 
ous districts of North Carolina, Virginia 
and Franklin. Mr. Scott’s ancestors were 
Scotch Presbyterians of North Carolina, 
and he is the fifteenth child of the rev- 
olutionary father’s family. He is now in 
his eighty-third year, and has a youthful 
look of sixty years in his face and as vig- 
orous in intellect and step as any mid- 
dle-aged man. He recollected and spoke of 
an incident seventy-five years aguy, when 
his father took him through a paper mill 
in the Carolinas. 

A reporter saw Mr. Scott tonight at the 
Jackson hotel and had an interesting chat 
about the colonial days and revolutionaty 
history, with which he is thoroughly fa- 
miliar. About the King’s mountain battle 
he talks wito zeal and pride. 

“It is a strange fact,’ he saf@, “that we 
American peopie are slow to recognize pa- 
triots and deeds of great men. It took us 
400 years to recognize that Colum- 
bus was a great man for discovering this 
continent. We seem just now to be awaken- 
ing to the importance of keeping alive the 
traditions of the revolutionary war. 

“I hope this movementerecently started 
will be effective in fanning into life the 
fires of She old-time patriotism and stirring 
the young generations up to a sense of our 
worth as a nation and a people.” 

Mr. Scott will be at Hotel Jackson this 
morning until 9 o’clock, when he will go to 
the exposition grounds to attend the cele- 
bration of the anniversary of the battle of 
King’s mountain.

Atkinson, J.—1. While a declaration and 
& verdict thereon in the plaintiff's favor, 
upon which no judgment was ever enter- 
ed, are not admissible to show an adjudi- 
cation of the matters set forth in such 
declaration, or as a conclusive estoppe] 
against the defendant therein as to such 
matters, they are competent for the pur- 
pose of showing, as between the parties 
and their privies in estate, the independ- 
ent fact that such a verdict was rendered 
in the case in which that deciaration was 
filed, and are admissible, if otherwise rele- 
Vant, to show that the parties were at 
that time at issue upon the particular facts 
therein pleaded, and as a circumstance, 
in connection with other and independent 
evidence, tending to show acquiescence in

[It is 
manifest that the mortgagees cannot take 
ali the fruits of the case without inci- 
dentally profiting by this income to the 
detriment of the judgment creditor.

Atkinson, J.—1. The fact that one cofr- 
poration owns the entire capital stock of 
another does not vest in the former the 
legal title to the property of the latter, 
nor render the two corporations identical. 
On the contrary, they are separate and 
distinct legal entities. 

2. Accordingly, though one who lends 
money to a corporation which owns all of 
the capital stock of a railroad company, 
may, under some circumstances subject to 
the payment of the loan the property of 
the railroad company as equitable assets 
of the borrower, the lender in such case 
carnot, in preference to the tien of a valid 
mortgage executed by the railroad ccm- 
pany to secure an issue of bonds, even in 
equity, have his claim paid out o% the 
money realized by a receiver from the sale 
of the property of that company. 

3. Nor, under the facts recited, can the 
lender, aS a party to an equitable pro- 
ceeding, be allowed, by virtue of his rights 
as an alleged creditor of the railroad ¢um- 
pany, under a decree disposing of the as- 
sets of the latter alone, payment. of the 
loan out of earnings of the railroad com- 
pany which came into the hands o/ the 
receiver while it was being operated, by 
him; and this is so, although the receiver 
may have previously used portions of such 
earnings in paying interest to the bond- 
holders secured by the mortgage, and in 
making betterments and improvements 
upon the railroad property which largely 
increased the value of the bondholders’ 
security.

Lumpkis, J.—1. One who deals with a 
special agent, knowing at the ‘time the 
limits within which the agent, under the 
terms of his appointment, has authority to 
bind his principal, is bound to act with 
reference to this knowledge, and cannot 
hold the principal liable for loss occasioned 
by acts of the agent in excess of or con- 
trary to the latter’s authority in the 
premises. bad 

2, Where an agent to buy had no au- 
thority to make his principal directly liabie 
to the seller for the price of the goods pur- 
chased, but was required to ship the same 
to the principal, draw upon the latter in 
favor of a specified bank, with bitis of 
lading attached to the drafts, which drafts 
the principal had arranged with the bank 
to cash so as to supply the agent with 
money to pay for his purchases, one Who, 
with full knowledge of these facts, sold 
and delivered goods to the agent for his 
principal, and, without seeing to it that the 
agent complied with the above stated re- 
quirements, accepted in gettlement for the 
geods the agent’s individual check on the 
bank in question, which was dishonored, 
could not recover from the principal the 
value of the goods without proving affirm- 
atively that he actually received them. 

3. In view of the law as above announced, 
the evidence in this case did not warrant 
the verdict in the plaintiff's favor, and it 
Was error to refuse a new trial, 

Judgment reversed. 

Atkinson, J., dissenting.—1. Where the re- 
lation established between a principal and 
agent is that of a general agency upon the 
part of the latter to purchase cotton upon 
the credit of the principal, the seller of 
cotton to such an agent for the account 
of the principal is not affected by private 
instructions of the latter to a third per- 
son, not affecting the power of the agent 
to purchase, but only directing how, in 
what ma$ner and upon what terms such 
third person would be authorized to pay 
drafts drawn by tne agent for the »;urchase 
price of such cotton, even though such 
private instructions be known to the seller. 

2. If the agent have competent authority 
to complete the contract of purchase, and, 
in pursuance of such authority, the pur- 
chase be completed and delivery to the 
agent thereunder be effected, the seller is 
entitled to be paid the purchase price, not- 
withstanding the infidelity, negligence or 
disobedience of instructions by the agent 
in his further dealings with his principal 
respecting the delivery to the principal of 
the cotton so purchased.

" The bull that was seen in the ring Sat- 
urday was one of the liveliest ever seen 
in or around Atlanta. He was turned into 
‘the ringgbut no one dared to enter while 
he pawed the ground with all four feet, 
seemingly, at once raising a cloud of dust. 

There were several hundred people in 
the amphitheater who became enthused 
and atiracted large crowds by their loud 
shouts. 

« A hat was thrown from the crowd and 
“the bull immediately proceeded to tear it 
into fragments. One of the men waved 
a red bandana at the beast, which greatly 
infuriated him. He care very near the top 
of the guards and caused the gentleman 
who did the waving to quickly retreat. 

In the afternoon when the beast had 
become somewhat reconciled the perform- 
ance began. A Mexican was to ride him 
,round the ring, but perhaps he will not 
try the same proceeding again. It was 
half an hour before he was able to dis- 
mount in safety. The bull had to be roped, 
both head and foot, before the Mexican 
was willing to leave his back, 

The two expert lassoers with the com- 
pany entered the ring on horses, which are, 
by the way, regular ring horses and they 
elaim them to have been in several fights, 
ana tried to lasso the bull, If the horses 
had not understood their business they 
would have been gored to death, ‘It was 
lucky the guards were up, for they pre- 
vented, probably, a serious calamity. 

The bull was finally lassoed after both 
horses and men were tired out. It was 
a sight to see the audience while the 
bull was chasing the horses. Even those 
who have witnessed bull fights said it 
was even better sport than a regular fight, 
as the horrible sight of seeing the bull 
killed was left out. 

The performance was in no way a bull 
fight on the part of the matador, piccador 
or torreador, as they never entered the 
ring. It was simply a “bull ride.” 

Mr. Portius, the manager of the Mex- 
ican village, says the performance will 
be repeated daily. “It is no bull fight as 
everybody can see,” said he, “it is simply 
an exhibition of a4 Mexican riding a wild 
bull, and afterwards an exhibition of las- 
~going’ that can be seen in any of the 
wild west shows or exhibitions.” 

“We-do not intend to go against our 
orders and contracts with the exposition, 
but we are compelled to give some such 
performance, which we are going gto do, 
We have a bull that cost us in Mexico 
over $150 and we had to import him to 
this country, which cost us no small 
amount. He is one of the finest that 
could be bought and the people can see 
one of the famous Spanish fighting bulls. 
He is merely here on exhibition and was 
not brought to fight with unpadded horns.”’ 

The bull is certainly a real live one and 
the chase he gives the Mexicans is worth 


going to see.

They will remain at Mrs. Brown's until 
the latter part of next week, Mrs. Dr, 
Densmore hopes to be able to secure a 
date to deliver a lecture before some one 
of the women’s congresses early this week. 
She will see Mrs. Loulie M. Gordon, who 
has charge of the congresses, and Mrs, 
Joseph Thompson as early as possible and 
will arrange for a date. 

Mrs. Dr. Densmore is famous the world 
over because of her championship of the 
unfortunate American woman's rights. Her 
plan is to raise money to prosecute the 
cause of Mrs. Maybrick, and she has been 
engaged upon it for many months, She 
has niet with considerable success in this 
country and in the other countries which 
she has visited in behalf of Mrs. May- 
brick. She has spent largely of her own 
private fortune to secure aid for the im- 
prisoned woman. She strongly believes in 
Mrs. Maybrick’s innocence. 

Mrs. Dr. Densmore is one of the most 
interesting and famous women who will be 
in Atlanta during the exposition.

The Trial. 


Mrs. Florence Maybrick was tried for 
the alleged murder of her husband, James 
Maybrick, a cotton merchant of Biverpool, 
six years ago, and by process of Enzlish 
law was convicted and sentenced to death, 
and would have been hanged but for the 
popular uprising of the people, who made 
protest against the verdict. 

Sir Charles Russell, the present lord 
chief justice of England, in a protest to 
the home secretary said the verdict fell 
with surprise on the trained minds of the 
bar of the northern district: that the judge 
charged more as the prosecuting counsel 
than a judge. Publtc meetings were held 
throughout, the land, and the home secre- 
tary was induced to commute the sen- 
— from death to penal servitude for 
ife. 

Dr. Densmore said if Mrs. Maybrick was 
guilty of murder she should have been 
hanged; if not she should be released, 
and if she was to be punished for “‘at- 
tempt” she should have been allowed a 
trial for the crime.

The supreme court of Tennessee had a 
vacation in Atlanta Saturday and the dis- 
tinguished jurists allhedaroyal good time 
of it taking in the exposition.

They were among the early visitors to 
the exposition grounds, Colonel Hender- 
son, as their host, directing them to start 
early if they wanted to see anything like 
half the big show in a single day. They 
went out to the grounds almost before 
the big show had washed its face or 
combed its hair—before the sights were 
seeable. : 

But they meant business and were de 
termined to be there early and stay late. 

The distinguished jurists were escorted 
everywhere by Colonel Henderson and in 
his own inimitable style he told them the 
history of the exposition from beginning 
to end. He has been familiar with the 
entire history of the show, having spent 
half of his time in Atlanta during the past 
twelve months while the reorganization of 
the Southern railway has been shaping in 
this city. 

During the exercises at the auditorium, 
where the Tennessee people had their great 
day on the grounds, the judges of the su- 
preme court of that state were attentive 
listeners, though they, had no part in the 
day's programme.
